The Law of Trespass.

The trespass law seems to be little un-
derstood by the people. It is simply
this. When a land owner posts notices
on his property noman has a right to
go upon it without permission and if he
does so is a trespasser and liable to pro-
c2edings against him at law. Of course
an action must be for damages, some-
thing that would not be apparent [rom
passing through woodland or uncultiva-
ted fields, but the law recognizes such s
thing as nominal damages, and justifies
the rendering of judgmwent for the
plaintifl, thus putting the cost of pro-
veedings on defendant trespasser. An
honest buanter will nol go upon the
lands protected by notices without the
permission of the owner.
